Now here's tbe conclusion that the ex­ 
periment* with the chickens leads to: 
That the danger of pellagra would 
bp greatly lessened In the South if th© 
ola-fashioned cornmeal, containiug a 
pprtiou of the bran and th© hush of th# 
corn kernels, were used instead of 
uieal made by the modern processes, 
which eliminate the outer layer» of 
tfie kernels. 
And that a diet mainly 
of bread made from pure white flour, 
with the husks of the wheat kernels 
eliminated, is Just as dangerous. 
.Climate has little to do with It. An 
outbreak uf beriberi occurred among 
the fishermen of Newfoundland, who 
at the time lived chiefly on bread made 
ffom highly milled wheat flour. There’» 
a nutritive element in cereal* which 
the scientists call the “vitaminas.’’ 
When you do away with the outer shell 
of the grain, you ios© the rita mines.

Chilean and Peruvian ships will prac- 
ticnlly have the canal to themselves if 
the closing of the ports of the British 
West Indies at night, Just announced 
us a war measure against German na­ 
val raiders, tends to u k e English and 
allied shipping away from the Canal 
ms effectively as high, freight rates to 
Europe have taken United States ves­ 
sels away from the waterway built for 
their special benefit. 
Berthing at the same pier, or a4 one 
Immediately adjacent, to that o? the 
regular passenger and freight steam ­ 
ers coming to the Atlantic terminal of 
the Canal from New York and Europe, 
the fine Peruvian and Chilean steam­ 
ers now making regular weekly and 
scheduled trips through the Canal af­ 
ford convenient and quick transfer of 
passengers and freight for even such 
far places at Buenos Aires and Its 
nearby cities on the East coast. 
Popular Tourist Route.

The Peruvian Steamship aud Dock 
company of Callao maintains a week­ 
ly service between Cristobal and Ecu­ 
adorian and Peruvian ports.* 
These 
Peruvian ships, built In Europe before 
the war und in every wuy up to the 
requirements of first-class passenger 
liners, make their principal calls at 
Guuyuquil and Palta. 
With sailings 
each way ubout once a week, the Pe­ 
ruvian boats will make freight and 
passenger transfers whether It Is possi­ 
ble and practical for au enterprising 
aud thoroughly up-to-the-minute man­ 
agement to do so, and at the same time 
keep doke to Its published schedule, 
Chileuu Une steamers are also first 
class in the present use of the trav­ 
eling world. 
Many Other Lines. 
The Pacific Steam Navigation com­ 
pany. an English company, operutes 
steumers from Oristobul us fur south 
as Valparaiso aud Coronel aud as far 
north us San Jose de Guatemala, call­ 
ing at all principal way ports. ¿For the 
Central American ports north of the 
Canal this compuny’s steamers leave 
monthly. For Tumuco and Ecuadorian 
ports us far south as Guayaquil the 
Pacific Steam 
Navigation steamers 
leave the Caual every three weeks. 
The Columbia Maritime Steamship 
company, limited, maintains a steam­ 
ship service twice a month between 
the Canal and Buenaventura. 
The Pacific* Mail Steamship company 
operates a ship about every nine days 
from the Atlantic entrance of the Canal 
to San Francisco. These ships call at 
all the principal central American 
ports passed on each voyage. 
Between the Atlautie coast of the 
United States aud the Pacific coast of 
South America there is the heaviest 
canal traffic*—at present principally ni­ 
trates. The Merchants’ line, operated 
by VV. R. Grace & Co., has a steamer 
each way every two weeks, touching at 
the ports of Ecuador, Peru und Chile. 
The West Coast line (Weasels, Du­ 
val & Co.) maiutains regular steamers 
between New York, Chile and Peru 
with a vessel each way about every 
third week.

Messrs. Norton, Lily A Co. have 
ships in this far Eastern service at the 
Caual at irregular Intervals, but ap­ 
proximately once a month.
